London, Fob. 6. — Tho Times correspond- 
ent in Paris says: " Some of tho Russian 
embassies have received instructions as to 
tho attltudo which Russia, England and 
Franco, and very likoly, through Russian 
intervention, Amorioa intond to tako to- 
ward tho questions raisod by tho war in tho 
East. Primarily it has boon decided that 
tho eventual intervention of tho powerB, at 
tho propor momont, shall bo absolutely diB- 
iutereBtod, China will bo aaked in her own 
us in tho world's interests to opon hor ports, 
Booing that her present) ByBtom haa lod to 
ruin. Tho Powera will wait until Chin 
admits horsolf vanquished and slneerely 
negotiates for peace. Thoy will then inform 
Japm that they cannot allow hor ti 
annex an inch of tho ChinoBe mainland 
Other proposed annexations will bo open to 
discussion. Thoro will be no meddling as to 
vessels, arms, booty or indemnity, nor any 
objections to Japan's rotaining certain posi 
tlons as pledges of paymont. Tho wholo 
world is to profit from tho opening of the 
Chinese ports or interior. In tho Chinese 
currency tho European system will bo In 
sistod on with tho vlow to facilitate the new 
foreign loan which tho Chinoao will bo ob- 
liged to raise. " 

Tho Central Mowa correspondent in Shang- 
hai says tho live men from tho Amorlcan 
warship Concord, who were seized by na- 
tives near Chinkiang, havo been releusod. 
ThcShanghai Mercury reports that at tho 
Emperor's orders, tho Chinese poaco envoys 
will remain at Nagaaaki, awaiting further 
instructions, Hia Majesty having declarod 
that he had boon misinformed as to tho true 
Btato of affairs. A dispatch dated at Choo- 
(no to-day says that all is quiet there. The 
Chinese fleet and island battery at Wei Hal 
Wei still holds out and tho bombardment 
continues. 

Shanghai dlepatohea aay that on Sunday 
a number of Chinese soldiers attacked Cap- 
tain Cartwright of tho British warship 
Pigeon, in the streets of Nankin, pelting 
him with mud. No reparation for tho as- 
sault has boon made. 

New Havkn, Conn., Fob. 6. — Tho Win- 
ohester Repoating Arms Company of this 
oity shipped to Hongkong yoaterday via 
London 1,500, 00O[roundB of -IIS calibre Mauser 
nilo ammunition. This is tho third ship 
mont of the kind that tho company has 
mado since the war began. 

Washington, Feb. (i — Secretary Herbert 
has received nothing official concerning the 
reported oapturo of officers of tho U. W. 
steamship Concord near Chinkiang. Tho 
navy department haB mado no affort to oom- 
municato with tho commander of tho vessel, 
presuming that ho would havo reported so 
sorious matter if it had occurred. 

Yokohama, Feb. ti. — Tho text of tho cre- 
dentials of tho Chineso peace envoys whom 
Japan refuaod to rocelvo on account of tho 
insufficiency of their powerB was as fol- 
lows : " By deoree wo appoint you our 
plenipotentiaries to moot and negotiate mat- 
ters with tho plenipotentiaries appointed by 
Japan. You will, however, tolegraph to 
Tsung Li Yamon, the Chineso foroign office, 
for tho purpose of obtaining our commands, 
by which you will abide. Tho mombors of 
your mission are placed under your control. 
You will conduct your mission in a faithful 
and diligent mannor and fulfil tho trust ro- 
poBed in you " 

Hiroshima, Fob. G — A dispatch from 
Peking gays tho capture of Tengchow and 
Wei-Hal-Wei has made a deopor impression 
upon tho Chineso than tho fall of Port 
Arthur. Tho dispatch adds that tho re- 
ported refusal of Japan to treat with tho 
Chinoao envoys confirms tho boliof expreesod 
in Peking that tho Japanese are not willing 
to name their terma of peaco. 

Washington, Fob. 0. — Neither at tho 
stato nor navy departmots has thoro come 
any Information of tho roportod capturo by 
Chineso of some of tho crew of tho United 
States steamer Concord, who accidentally 
killod a native while on a shooting expedi 
tion. This lack of un official report haB 
strongthoncd tho belief of officials that tho 
story was either without foundation or olso 
much exiggorated. Had tho matter been 
at all Borious, tho commanding oflicor of tho 
Concord would have been obliged by tho 
naval regulations to report immediately to 
his superior officer, Admiral Carpontor, who 
in return would havo reported it to tho navy 
department, or if the admiral was not 
within easy communication it would havo 
boon tho duty of tho captain to havo roport- 
od direct to tho navy department. 

AUSTRALASIAN FEDERATION. 

Approval by Assembled Premiers of Dill to 
Carry Out the Project— To Go to 
tho People. 

HOBARTTOWN, Tasmania, Fob. 0. — Tho 
Premiers' conference has approvod tho Feb- 
oration bill drawn) by Premier G Turnor, of 
Victoria, and Premier C. C. Kingston, of 
South Australia. Premier G. H. Roid, of 
Now South Wales, will introduco tho bill in 
tho asBomhly at Sydney. Aftor its paasogo 
thoro it will bo Bubmittod to tho othor 
aBBoniblios. The titlo is "Tho Aus- 
tralasian federation onabllng act." 
Tho bill provides a convention whioh 
Khali draft a fodoral constitution, ten 
delegates bolng oloatod by popular voto in 
each colony. Whon throo or moro colonies 
shall havo ohoBen tholr delegates, tho con- 
vention shall bo called, and aftor framing 
tho constitution, shall adjourn to allow tho 
oolonlob time to oriticiae tho document. 
After final amondmer.t and adoption tho 
constitution shall bo submitted to a referen- 
dum In eaoh colony. If it ho ondoracd by 
throo colonioa it shall bo submitted for im 
porial sanotion. Tho postal conforonco upon 
resuming work roRoIvod that steamers oper- 
ated by colored laborers should bo oxcludod 
In the future from English mail contracts. 

Ottawa, Fob. C — (Spocial. )— Great satis- 
faction is expressed hero at tho announce- 
ment made yesterday in tho Imperial Houso 
of Commona that legislation will 1)0 intro- 
duced removing tho present disabillt ica 
under whioh tho Australian colonies aro pro- 
ventod from ontering into fiscal rolatione 
with Canada. Tho Free Prosa (Roform) 



choorfully acknowledges that this is one 
result of tho Ottawa conference and ex- 
presses the hope that this is the first blow 
of the axe that Is destined to remove a good 
many treaty olauaoa now in exlstonco whioh 
militate against the trade relations of tho 
several parts of the Empire. 

The enabling act provides that if she 
ohoosos, New Zealand also may be included 
In the federation.

Liverpool Speculators Selling Next Season's 
Product at a Very Low Figure. 

New Oelkans, Feb. 8.— Hootor U. Lane, 
of Alabama, president of the Amorlcan 
Cotton Growors' Protootivo Association, has 
furniBhod for publication to the pooplo of 
tho state a statement that European specu- 
lators are to-day selling ootton in Liverpool 
for delivery in Ootober, Novembor and De- 
cember, 1895, at a prlco equivalent to about 
four cents on farms in tho South for mid- 
dling, or five conts at tho ports. It Is not 
to be supposed that thcBO Bhrowd European 
cotton pooplo are oggrefsivoly selling tho 
next crop at equal to four conta unless thoy 
have excellent roaaona tor believing that tho 
South will plant anothor monBter crop. I 
remains for tho farmers and morohants of 
tho South to Bay whothor theso Europoau 
Bpeoulatora will bo permittod to roap a 
golden harvest at tho expcnBo of tho farmB, 
plantations, real oatato and Bocuritiesof the 
South.

Wright ; North Middlesex Liberals, M. 
Ralz; Prince Edward Patrons, W. V. 
Petit. 

Kingston, Feb. 6.— (Special)— The rumor 
that Lieut. -Governor Kirkpatriok will run 
in tho Interest of tho Conaervativo oauao for 
the federal houao is looked upon by leading 
Conservatives as improbable. J. B. Pence, 
the proprietor of tho Whig, having doclined 
tho proffered nomination to contest tho oity 
for the Dominion House of Commons be- 
cause of pressure of business, it Is likely 
that B. M. Britton, Q.C., will have the 
Liberal nomination.

FOREIGNERS IN SAMOA- 

Uerman Claims Almost Completely Recog- 
nized to the Disadvantage ot Urltaiu 
and th« U.S. 

Berlin, Fob. 0. — Tho Post, tho favorite 
organ of tho foreign office, Bays to day : 
" Tho tripartito land committee in Samoa 
has concluded Sta work. Tho reault is that 
tho German claims aro almost com- 
pletely rocognizod and tho oxcessivo de- 
mands of tho British and Americans only to 
a moderato extent. Tho districts fruntod 
to tho (iormana aro far hotter suited to cul- 
tivation than aro tho others. Acoording to 
the Post 75,000 acres wore allotted to the 
Germans, 36,000 to tho English and 21,000 
to tho Americans. This allotment gave the 
Germans 75 por cent, of thoir claims, the 
Eoglish four per cent, and tho Americans 
throo por cont.

Thoae who aro wont to think Alaska al- 
moat tho colde8t country undor tho sun, 
especially in wlntor timo, will bo astonished 
to know that ut Sitka tho coldeBt day thia 
wlntor waa January Q, when the thortno- 
moter registered aix degrees above zero. 
Tho Sitka North Star of a recont date says : 

" A lotter from a friend in Southern Kan- 
sas saya that they have had fourteen dogreea 
bolow zaro. In Sitka tho mercury hanga 
closo around f rot /.ing point. And yot thoy 
have refrigerators down in Kansas named 
Alaska. How inconsistent. Tho coldest 
weather of tho season thus far wos on tho 
night of January 6. Tho mercury rogietorod 
six dogroeH above zero. Tho winter baa boon 
vory mild and ploasanb." 

Sitka bay aooma to bo literally alivo with 
horring at present. A mission boy waa out 
an hour or two and raked in about a barrol 
of them. Tho natives uao a aort of oontri- 
vanoo like a long, sharp-toothed comb, which 
they draw through o achool of those liah, 
impaling them on tho sharp tooth. 

Rev. Albin Johnson, of Yukutat, pur- 
chased a cow Bomo timo ago and had hor 
Bhipped to him at that point. It waa the 
firBt tho natives had ever seon, and whon 
she was landed they ran for their lives ; 
Bomo of them climbod troeB to oecapo the 
torriblo animal. Somo of his mission chil- 
dren oamo to him and atatod solemnly that 
they could nDt atay in tho homo any longer 
if ho was goiDg to koop that animal thoro. 
Thoy all soon diaoovorod that tho boast was 
harmloss and beoarno roaonoilod.

Her Uncomlitloual Submission to 
Hawaiian Government and Renun- 
ciation of Claims to Throne. 



Arrest of Numerous Rebels- Under 
Trial by Military Commission- 
Minister Thurston's Statement. 



San Francisco, Feb 6 — (Honolulu, Jan. 
30 — Correspondence of the United Preas 
vie steamer Australia)— Quiet ia eubstan- 
tially reacorod in Honolulu and bualneBo ra- 
Burned. 

Charloa Clark, a chief attendant of the 
ex Queen, gave damaging information, which 
led to the dlaoovery at her residence of forty 
riflaa, oleven pistols, five Bwords, thirty- 
eight full belts and one thousand cartridges, 
also twenty bombs of different patterns. 
This the Bulletin, lately RoyaliBt paper, 
terms a frightful find. 

On the morning of the 16th inst. the ex- 
Quoon was arrested at her reaidenco by 
Brown and Parker and confined in a former 
royal bedroom in tho south corner of the 
former palaae, where ebo now ia. Having 
renounced all hor Bovoroign righta tho vol- 
unteer troops and aharpahootors were called 
in and diamlBaed to their homes. 

On the 2'2ad Liliuokulaui in hor chamber 
of imprisonment abovo the court room 
signed a document of aubmiBaion and renun- 
ciation addressed to President Dole, eubstan- 
tlally as follows : 

After full and frco discussion with her 
personal friends and legal advisers, and with 
hor own freo volition and for tho boBt inter- 
ests of tho poople of Hawaii and for the aako 
of tho misguided Hawaiians lu rebellion to 
restore her, and without making any olaim 
to bo entitled by this aut to any special 
troatment or consideration, alio now makes 
known to President Dolo, as tho only lawful 
and recognized head of tho government and 
to all tho people of the Hawaiian islands and 
to all foreign diplomatic representatives: 

1. That alio unequivocally admits and 
declares the governmont of tho Hawaiian 
republic of Hawaii to bo tho only lawful 
government of the Hawaiian islands, and 
that the late Hawaiian monarchy 1b finally 
and forever ended and no longer of any legal 
validity or force and alio forever absolves all 
persona from allegiance or obligation to her 
or her heirs and successors, and declares all 
poreons in tho Hawaiian islands to be bound 
to support tho governmont of tho ropub io of 
Hawaii 

2. For horself and hor heirs and succes- 
sors ahe forevor abdicates to this government 
and its legitimate euccessors all claim and 
pretensions whatsoever to tho lato throne or 
monarchy of Hawaii, and all rights, privi- 
leges and emoluments whatsoever, exuept 
those common to all private citizens or resi- 
dents of tho republic. 

3. She respectfully implores for such mis- 
guided Hawaiians and others as have been 
concerned in the late rebellion such 
executive clemency as may bo consistent 
with duty and regard for the violated law. 

4. She desires hencoforth to iivo in 
absolute privacy and rotirement from all 
concern in public affairs further than to ex- 
press her constant hopo for tho welfare and 
prosperity of Hawaii and its people. 

5. She presents hor oertified oath of 
allegiance to the republic of Hawaii. 

G. She has made and signed this state- 
ment without the slightest suggestion from 
tho President of Hawaii. Relying upon 
the magnanimity of tho government) of tho 
ropublio and upon its protection, I have tho 
honor to be, Mr. Proeident, very respect- 
fully, your moat obodiont Borvant, 

(Sd. ) LlLIUOKALANI DOMINIS. 

She declared this to be her freo aot and 
deed ia the presence of eix of her friends 
who sign as witnesaoB : W. C. Irwin, H. A. 
Windman, Saul Parker, Kalu* Kahooano, 
C. B. Wilson and Paul Neumann. Her 
oath of allegiance to tho republic of Hawaii 
in the ordinary form is also appended. 
Messrs. Wilson and Parkor then proceeded 
to tho President's room and gave it to Mr. 
Dolo in tho presenco of the cabinet. On the 
following day by consent of the advisory 
council the paper waa publiehed and given 
to the foreign representatives. 

On the 29. h of January, by order of tho 
executive council, Attorney General Smith 
replied to tho ox queen's letter of abdication 
and renunciation. In it ho stated that tho 
execution of the document coula not be 
taken to exempt her from porsonal and in- 
dividual liability for such complicity as may 
be shown u le had in the recent conspiracy. 

Military oporationa ended on the lu'ch 
aftor nine duya of activity. All the leading 
rebels have been capturod. On the 15tb 
Instant John S. Walker, Major Soward and 
C. T. Gulick were arrested for complicity in 
tho purchase and landing of arms for tho 
rebels. Seward was ono of tho queen's com- 
missioners to Washington last summer. 
Gulick, who is deeply Implicated, was Min- 
ister of tho Intorior with Gibson. These ar- 
rests were made in consequence of disclo- 
sures by Nowlein, Wilcox and other prison- 
ers, who since their arrest have been vioing 
with each other in their revelations. White 
and Ritson wero arrosted for casting a num- 
ber of bombs found. They wero em- 
ployed by Bartellmann to make twenty 
ornaments for fence posts, as thoy say. 
A skilled native scout was «ent up tho 
mountain to Bcarch for Tom Lano. Lano 
oamu down in tho aftoruoon, amrvnd, and 
Surrendered himself. Ho was the only rebel 
loador still out. Tho bag is now completo 
of all tho important rebels in the field and 
of moat of their whito accomplices and in- 
stigators. Up to tho 19ih 310 poranns were 
held priaonera by tho government on account 
of tho rebellion. Of tho robela taken from 
tho field four wero foreigners and 125 na- 
tives. Of accomplices wero foroignerB 
and 111 natives. Only half-whites are in- 
cluded with natives. 

Tho President appointed tho following 
military commission to try tho prisoners : 
Colonel Whiting, presMont ; Captain Kin- 
ney, judge advocate ; Liout.-Colonel Pithor, 
Cnptuine Ziegler, Pratt, Camara and Wilder 
and Lt. JoneB. When tho commission 
opened tho court thirteen prisoners ap- 
peared, being Gulick, Seward, T. li. Wal- 
ker, Bowler, Riekard, PertellmanD, Wilcox, 
Nowlein, tho two Lanes, Greip, Weidemann, 
and Marshall. All tho prisoners wero al- 
lowed time to confer with counsel and tho 
court adjourned, 

When tho court reopened on tho ISth, 
tho last eight prisonora abovo natnod wero 
charged with treason and lovying war upon 
tho republic Paul Neumann appeared aB 
counsol for Wilcox, Greig, Widomann and 
Marshall. Antono Rosa was counool for 
James and William Lano. Nowlein and 
Bartellmann refused counsel. Evidence be- 
gan to bo givon in tho aftornoon. Wilcox 
and Nowlein pleaded guilty. Tho testi- 
mony waa concluded for tho prosecution 
oarly on tho aftornoon of the 19th, Wilcox, 
James Lano, Greig, Widomann and Mar- 
shall testifiod for tho dofenoa, mainly-proving 
the extremely weak and incapable oonduor, 
of tho wholo affair. Noumann ploaded for 
light sentences, urging banishment. Ib is 
expooted that tho work of tho military 



court will last at loaBt two weeks longer. 
No doolaions of the court have yet been 
made known. 

The opinion ia expreaaod by thoao most 
competent to judge that there will now ap- 
pear oxtenaive manifestations by tho nativea 
of confidence in tho government. It ia alao 
believod that among thoae who fool oppoaod 
to the government, there will uriBO a atrong 
desire for annexation in tho belief that their 
righta will be more secure under tho Ameri 
oan protectorate, It is thought the Queon'a 
published submission will exorcise a strong 
tendency to range natives in support of the 
government. 

There was no colebration on Abrogation 
Day on tho 17th except a noon salute. 

The Dnitod States cruiser Philadelphia, 
with Admiral BeardBley, arrived last evening 
in nine days from San Francisco. She has 
been absent five months and a half, during 
whioh time no Amorioan naval veBsel has 
tarried hore. 



" STERN AND WILD." 

Caledonia and Britannia Visited by Must 
Destructive Huow Storms-Heavy Loss 
of Life— Cattle and Deer Perish. 

London, Feb. — In tho Scotch high- 
lands snow has fallen almost inoossautly 
ainoe last night. The roads are blocked and 
railway travel is impossible. A train is 
imbedded in an enormous drift near Loch- 
rannoch, Perthshire, and all efforts to start 
it havo been futile, os tho snow is piled up 
by tho high wind as fast aa it is Bhovelled 
away. All travel by land or water has 
stopped north of Invornosp, on Moray Firth. 
The hirna and sheds havo boon isolated by 
tho drifts, and many cattlo aro dying under 
cover. Thousands of alu ep and deer have 
died from cold and hunger or from suffoca- 
tion in tho drifts. Small gamo has euiftsrod 
more than it has done In ten yoara. Tho 
blizzard ia driving tho grouso seaward in 
groat quantities. In Westmoreland several 
sohools havo been surrounded with drifts, 
and tho paronts cf tho school ohildron have 
gone to dig thorn out. Macy deaths of 
agod and infant poor are reported from tho 
Midland counties. Tho galoB havo wreckod 
several fishing boats off the Fifo and Ber- 
wick ooaBts and six or aovon men wero 
drowned. 



WOMEN STUDENTS. 

Attendants at Wisconsin University Demand 
Their Does From tho State 
Authorities. 

Madison, Wia., Fob. G —Female students 
at tho state univoraity have formed a 
woman's club, whose chief objoot this wintor 
will be to st euro tho recognition from tho 
legislature and ntato administration of what 
they deem to bo tholr duo from tho Btate. 
Thoy have drafted resolutions, copies of 
which have been sent to all the state par>"rn, 
and which they havo presented to (J v. 
Upham asking that a lady bo appointed as 
one of the board of university repeu a. 
Anothor request that is to bo made by them 
is that they bo givon adi q aate gymnasium 
facilities. Thoy urge with much force that 
a lino gymnasium for the male studenta has 
just been completed and equipped, and that 
they should receive as good treatment at tho 
hands of the state. 

Probably if thoy would consent to go into 
the lobby they could securo tho passage of a 
bill, bub of courso they will not, and tho 
legislators are apt to look rather severely on 
all appropriation billa this winter, so tho 
fate of their measure is In doubt. One of 
the beat lobbyiata who haa over attonded 
the soaaions of tho legislature ia a lady and 
a graduate of tho university law achool. Sho 
comes from a family of lawyora. Mrs. Pier, 
whose home i» in Milwaukee, it might bo 
said has boon reared in a law office, as both 
her father and mother ore practicing law- 
yers and there are two of her sisters who 
havo graduated from the law school, and ono 
of them Is a olerk of the assembly judiciary 
committee this seasion.

No Expectation That the llonils Will Be Placed 
at Home— Going to London. 

Washington, Fob. 6.— The cabinet waB 
in aesBion from 10 until after 2 p.m. yestor- 
day. Tho aubjeot of the discussion was tho 
pending bond issue. Several prominent 
bankers are hero, among them J. Pierpont 
Morgan, and although they havo not seen 
either tho Proeident or Carlisle, it ia under- 
stood that thoir viowa on tho Bituation wero 
conveyed to tho President. It is under- 
stood that negotiations with ropresentativos 
of London bankers aro in progrosH, with in- 
dications of an early consummation. Thoro 
is no longor any expectation of a popular 
loan to bo placod in this country, as in that 
ovont the exporienco of the last fow months 
would bo repeated and tho gold reserve de- 
pleted. ThopurpoHoof tho administration, 
it is understood, is to placo tho ontiro issuo 
of bonds with London bankers, who would 
pay for them in London gold, and thus avoid, 
for tho present at least, tho necessity of 
paying out gold in oxchango for legal ton- 
dira. Whilo no definite conclusion has 
boon reached, it is bolievcd that tho an- 
nouncement of the salo of the bonda will bo 
niado at an early day.

THB MINES' AMENDMENT BILL. 

Our respeoted correspondent "Wellington 
Petitioner " is of opinion that tho bill to 
amend the Coal Minos Regulation Aot 1b not 
required, and ho also very broadly hints 
that the language of the bill does not show 
its real Intention. Its objoot, as he con- 
tends, is to givo ono mining company a pre- 
text to interfero in the management of a 
rival oompany's mines for the purpose of 
injuring the business of the latter. Wo are 
very sure that the majority of the Legis- 
lature would not wittingly be a party to an 
attempt under tho aanotion of law to injure 
and annoy persons engaged in carrying on a 
lawful buainoaa of any kind. 

The Legislature should be very careful 
how they make or amend laws of tho nature 
of tho Coal Minos Amendment bill. As 
such laws empower tho Government to in- 
terfero in men's prlvato buslneaB thoy may 
be made the means of doing mischief instead 
of promoting the wolfare of thoBO engaged 
in that business. Ordinarily business men 
manage their own affairs without tho inter- 
ference of Government. It is only when the 
health and tho safety of the employes aro in 
danger that tho Government is warrantod in 
interfering in the management of business 
concerns. 

In Groat Britain and other countries 
the Government does not Interfero 
unless it is fully convincod that 
interference is absolutely needed. To 
find oat whether or not tho employes aro 
unprotected or not auilicieutly protected, 
Commissions composed of able and impartial 
men aro appointed to inquire whethor thoBO 
employed in any particular business aro 
while at work, exposed to dangor of any 
kind, and tho legislation that follows is in- 
variably in accordance with tho report of 
tho Commiaaionora. 

Legislation with roapoot to mines or fac- 
tories or ships ia never commoncod until full 
Inquiry is made by persons competent 
to judga of tho necessity for 
*uch legislation. The reason of this 
ia vory plain. Members of tho 
Logislaturo cannot bo oxpected to possess 
tho knowledge neceesary to enable thorn to 
enact tho laws nooded to moot tho require- 
ments of tho oaso. Thoy must bo guided 
by tho rouommondations of impartial and 
competent men who havo mado special and 
honoBt Inquiry into tho condition of tho 
businoas which is to be tho eubjoot of legis- 
lation. ThiB, all muat Bee, is tho only 
reasonable courao— tho only way in which 
n legislative remedy can bo found for any 
existing evil or abuBO. To mako a law af- 
fecting a man's businoas at tho Inetunco of 
private persons or on tho representations of 
mon who may havo an interest in misinform- 
ing and misleading tho Legislature is 
ovidontly both unwise and unfair. 

Has thoro beon an impartial inquiry into 
tho state of tho coal minoa of tho Province 
by compotont poraons '! Has ovidonco beon 
heard of tho injury dono to life und limb by 
employing poraons who aro mentally or 
physiaally incapable of doing tho work thoy 
aro required to porform 1 Has any Com- 
mission of intelligent men, not Intorostod in 
coal mining, declared that legislation Is re- 
quired to prevent tho managers of coal minoB 
employing personB of dofeotivo understand- 
ing or physical incapacity to work in tho 



mines. There has not been, as far as wo 
have heard, an inquiry of any kind. Surely 
the House of Assembly does not propoBO to 
legislate on a matter of auoh importanoo on 
information obtained at haphazard from 
persons who are Interested in having a law 
passed to suit purposes of their own. 

CONTRADICTORY STORIES. 

It is to bo hoped that the world will 
Boon know what to believe about tho alleg- 
ed Armenian outrages. We aro told by ono 
set of newsmongers that tho most horriblo 
outrages have beon committed by tho Turk- 
ish Boldiors in Armenia, that thosa un- 
fortunate pooplo are treated by these 
Mfthomootan rulers with intolerable 
tyranny, and that the barbarous tribes liv- 
ing in tho neighborhood aro incited to lob 
them and aro encouragod in committing aota 
of diabolical malignity. 

Wo are on the other hand told by 
personB whose word ought to be 
deserving of orcdib, that tho storios 
about atrocities ia Armenia are out- 
ragoous Ilea invented and circulated for tho 
oxprosa purpose of exciting tho sympathies 
of tho Christians of Europo und Amorica. 
The same uuthority, an Armonian mission- 
ary, tho Rev. Mr. Hamlin, Bays that Brit- 
ish oIlicerB who havo been employed in Tur- 
key givo tho Turkish Boldiors a good char- 
acter .being orderly and well-behaved. 
Similar stories to thoso now circulated about 
their oonduob in Armenia wero told about 
what thoy did in Crete. These latter re- 
ports wore afterwards proved to bo pure 
fabrications. 

Then there is a Spanish gentleman, M. 
XimonoB, who has been travelling in Ar- 
menia and who was in that coun- 
try when the alleged outrages 
wore committed, who corroborates 
what the Armenian missionary Bald. His 
account ia that the dreadful onoountera and 
massacres that wo havo heard of in tho East 
wore really Insignificant skirmishes between 
tho Armenians and tho Kurds, between 
whom there is a perpetual foud. Aa regards 
civilization and humanity, we aro lod to 
conclude that there is not much to chooso 
betwoen the two pooplos. 

A body of Turkish troops one thousand 
strong, was Bent into tho country to restore 
order. Thoro wero ono or two nngagomonta 
between them and the Armenian inBurgents. 
At one of them five hundred prisoners wero 
taken by the Turkish commander, who wero 
all sot at liberty but ono. This Spanish 
travoller makes very light of tho Armonian 
disturbance. Acoording to him it was not 
marked by any atrocitios. He says that a 
hundreth part of the storios spread by the 
Armenian committeea has not the slightest 
foundation. 

There muat be some stalwart lying some- 
where In thia Armenian business. It Boom a 
to ua that there are a great many who do 
not want to know the truth about it, for we 
observe In the latest dispatches a pretty 
vigorous attompt to disorodit tho Turkish 
Commission before It begins its labors. It 
is declared a fraud and tho public are told 
not to believe its reports. This looks very 
much as If thoso who havo beon circulating 
tho reports of the persecutions and the 
oruelties of tho Turks aro afraid that the 
Commission will contradlot thoao reports 
and obtain evidence to provo that thoy are 
groundless. 

THB DETHRONED QUEEN. 

It was hardly to bo expected that Liliuok 
alanl ex-Queen of tho Hawaiian Islanda 
would bo allowed to livo in froodom in 
Hawaii while it was knowr. that men were 
plotting and fighting to restore hor to tho 
throne. No ono is simple enough to boliovo 
that she was in ignorance of what was being 
dono to restore her to what aho belioves are 
hor rights, or that knowing what her 
friends wore doing she refrained from giving 
them aid and comfort. 

It Is a little surprising that tho Govorn 
ment of the Republic did not at first, aa a 
moaauro of solf-dofonco, insist upon her loav 
ing tho country. They might havo known 
that as long aa she lived in it sho 
would bo a disturbing force — the centra 
of numberlosa plots and conspiracies 
It would havo paid tho Ropublio to havo 
mado the ex-Queen a vory handsomo allow 
anco on condition that sho took up hor real 
donco in Bomo foreign country. Thoro aro 
revolutionists who, if eho showed any aijma 
of reluotanoo to accept reasonable terma, 
would have found means to hasten hor de- 
parture. This would, ot courne, not bo 
according to law, but successful revolution- 
ists uro not always ready to justify their 
acta by tho law of tho land. They seized 
tho (iovornmont without tho warrant of law, 
and thoy would only have gono a step 
farther In tho samo dlrootion if thoy, 
without tho warrant of law, oxilod 
tho Quoon. Thoy oould have taken 
this precaution in the most humane way, 
and could by their treatmonb of tho de- 
throned Quoon hayo won tho commendations 
of tho pooplo of all civilized lands. When 
tho Emporor of Brazil found that ho had no 
throne to alt upon he did not remain in Bra- 
zil to croato disturbanoeB or to give hopo to 
thoso who bolioved in him and were roady to 
mako sacrifices to plaeo him on the throne 
again. Ho took quite another course Ho 
quiotly loft Brazil and took up hia reaidonco 
as a privato porson in Paris. Had ho ro- 
mainod in tho oountry tho revolutionists, wo 
toar, would not have allowed him to romuiii 
thoro poacoably for oven a fow months. 

It 1b likoly that tho govornmont of Hawaii 
will do now what thoy negleotod to do when 
thoy dothronod tho Quoon. They will inBist 
on her loaving tho country and thoy will, If 
thoy aro wiuo, soouro to hor a handsome an- 
nual allowance It Booma to us that thoro 
■s not tho least danger of hor being cruelly 
troatad. It is to tho interest of tho Huwui 
iau Government to rotaiu tho good opinion 
of foreign countrios. If thoy ill-troat 
Llltaokalafil they will loao that good opin- 
ion and will bo considered a paok of un- 



Bornpulous and heartless Booundrela who are 
not fit to guide tho destinies of the people of 
Hawaii. This opinion or ono resembling it 
could net fall of being injurious to them in 
many waya. 

THE BRITISH SITUATION. 

The prospects of Lord Roaebery's Gov- 
ernment do not get brighter ua timo ad- 
vances. The Iriah party continues divided, 
and It is not unlikely that; before the present 
sosBlon closes fho Paiuellite eootiou of it 
will be found voting against the Govern- 
ment. Tho EDgli ih Liberals are ovidently 
greatly demoralized. They havo lost heart 
and hopo. They know that when thoy go 
to the country thoy will bo dofoated. Their 
only matter fur calculation and oonjecturo 
now ia how disastrous will tho defeat be. 
Recent elections lmvo shown that their 
strength in tho country ia greatly dimin- 
ished, and it is bolioved that a general 
olootion will provo that prosont indicitionB 
point to only part of the truth. 

Tho Liboral policy, beforo tho Speooh 
from tho Throno was published, waa not 
approvod by tho pooplo, und thoro is nothing 
in tho Spoech cilculated to mako it popular. 
To the surprise of a great many thero is 
little sympathy In the oountry in fuvor of 
thoso who advocato tho abolition of the 
Houbo of Lorda. " Down with the Lords," 
is clearly not at thia moment a popular ory 
in England. Neither are special laud laws 
for Irolund aoceptablo. Tho English and 
Scotch tenants aro asking why tonants in 
Ireland should bo made tho pots of Pailia- 
mont. They havo received many favorB 
already which tenants in Gret.t Britain havo 
not thought of asking for, and thoy believo 
that thoro is no necessity for Parlia- 
ment continuing to diucriminato in favor 
of Irish farmora. Thero is no fooling in 
England in f ivor of churoh-diaoatobliahment 
in Wales. On 5 ho contrary, there isumong 
many a etrong dialiko to tho measure, for 
they believo that disestablishment In Wales 
is merely a prelude to disestablishment in 
England and they do not want to see the 
English Church diaeetublished. Then tho 
working clasaca aro uo longer in sympathy 
with tho Liberul party. Thoy find that tho 
Liberals are more conservative ou tho Labor 
question than tho Tories, and they Bee that 
in practice Liberal omployera aro ua a rule 
harder and moro exacting than thoso who 
bolong to tho Tory party. The consequence 
of all this is that at this moment Liberal 
atock is very low in England.

This lattor 
view of tho case waa shared by His Honor, 
who ellel not in summing up the facta of tho 
case touch upon the legality or illegality of 
"Blackjack.'' It waa cli ar to hie mine), 
ho Baid, that to pronounce any place a 
gaming house it was nocosHary to show that 
"persons" — in tho plural — resorted thoro 
for tho purpose of playing at a gamo or 
gamea of chance. Officer Perdue had demrn- 
strati el that ono of tho witnesses, " Deacon " 
Jones, frequented tho Delmonieo for the 
purpose ol gambling, hut ono gambler did 
not make a gaming homo any more than ono 
swallow makes a summer.

FORTY- EIGHTH DAY. 

Wednesday, Feb. (J, 1S95. 
The Spoaker took the ohair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. W. L. Clay. 
Mk. Kem.ik introduced a bill intituled 
" An act to rtgulato tho payment of wugea.' 

NANAIMO WATERWORKS. 

Dr. Walkem on motion for tho adoption 
of report on tho Nanaimo city waterworks 
bill (Mr. McGregor) moved to insorb the 
following now section : 

"3. No by-law for tho purpoeo of con- 
structing any waterworks for the city of 
Nanaimo shall bo pasied, firstly until esti- 
mates of the intended expenditure have 
boon published once a week tor one month, 
secondly until tho samo shall have reoelvod 
the asaent of tho electors, as provided by 
the munioipal aot>. 

"(a) If tho proposed by-law is rejooted 
by tho electors, no other by-law for the 
same purpoeo Bhall bo submitted to tho 
eleotorB for a period of twelvo months." 

Tho mover Bald he brought thie resolution 
boforo the houBO at the request of a largo 
number of rosidents of Nanaimo ; and it, 
and the further section which ho would 
move later respootiDg compensation to pri- 
vate oompanieB, are in tho Baino terms as the 
aeotions already proposed to be insorted in 
the bills amending tho Vanoouvor and 
Westminster ohartors. 

Hon. Col Baker spoko in support of tho 
principle involved in tho reeolution. 

Mr Skmlin raised tho point of order that 
tho member for South Nanaimo did not ap- 
pear to havo recsived tho aesent of the 
council of Nanaimo to this proposed amend- 
ment, which ho thought to bo required by 
tho rules of tho house. 

The SPEAKER Btatod that that was not 
necessary. 

After further discussion tho resolution was 
adopted on division. 

Dr. WALKEM then movod tho following 
as a new section : 

"(C) In caso thoro bg any water com- 
pany incorporated and carrying on their busi- 
ness within tho limits of tho aaid city, tho 
council shall not pass any by-law for the 
purpose of constructing any suoh works, or 
by virtue of which the city will bocomo a 
compotltor In tho business carried on by 
auch companiea, or any of them, or in any 
other mannor exerciso the powers oonforred 
by the two preceding sootione, until Buch 
council haa by by-law fixed the prico which 
thoy will offer for ttio property of tho com- 
pany or companies whose operations will be 
interfered with, nor until thirty days havo 
elapBed aftor notice of such prico has been 
communicated to auch company or com- 
panies." 

Adoptod, aftor diBCUBsion. Report as 
amended adopted ; bill read a third timo 
and passed. 

THE VANCOUVER CHARTER, 

Mr Cotton, on motion for committee on 
the Vancouver oity aot amendment bill, 
aBked a ruling on tho amendmont8 of which 
the Attorney-General had given notice. 
Ho hold that theao aro entirely boyocd tho 
Boopo of tho bill ; and that If admisalble at 
all thoy aould only bo brought in properly 
whon tho bill waa boforo the private bills 
committee, or whon it came up for its 
Booond reading, so that tho corporation of 
Vanoouvor might havo had an opportunity 
of considering them and stating their ob- 
jections. He read from Bourinot in aupport 
of his contentions, and hold that the amend- 
ments having been brought in at this stage 
tho oity cf Vancouver 1b unublo to appear 
against them, and can havo no remedy ex- 
cept to withdraw tho bill, which would 
entail a great loss to tho city. 

Hon. Mr. Davie disagreed with tho con- 
tention that this bill is not a public measure 
but a private act, and ho referred tho hon. 
gentleman to May, where auch measures as 
this are termed hybrid actB, boiDg intro- 
duced aa private bills bub doaling with pub- 
lic concerns. Even if tho bill wore with- 
drawn, ho thought it would be tho duty of 
the government to bring forward those 
amendments as an addition to tho municipal 
aot, with the provision that they bo made 
applioablo to tho city of Vancouver. He 
again reminded the houao that a provision 
of thia nature — applying to gas and water 
companies, eloctria railways not then being 
in general uso — was struck out of the 
Vancouver oharter a few yoars ago 
without the. house beini; awaro of tho fact ; 
and ho thoughtit only juatthat tho provision 
bo wisely inserted at firat and which it was 
never intendod by tho house Bhould be re- 
pealed, should now bo restored to tho stat- 
ute hook. The idea is Bololy to protect tho 
rights of thoso companiea which havo made 
largo investments in Vancouver and other 
cities, in tho belief that tho corporations 
would not come into competition with tho 
enterprises which they have encouraged 
foreign capital to establish thoro. Ho 
pointed out that thoro is nothing in tho ar- 
gument that Vancouver has not had propor 
notice cf these amondmonts, ub thore 
is abundant ovidonco that such no- 
tice haa been received, apart from 
the fact that a deputation from tho board 
of aldermen havo waited upon tho govern- 
ment and stated their viows, with tho re- 
sult that ho had told them that ho would 
havo no ohjeotion whatever to so changing 
tho amendment that tho city shall havo tho 
undoubted right to enter into the lighting 
of Its own streets without going into com- 
petition with tho established companiea for 
private lighting. 

Tun Speaker ruled tho ur.iondmnnts per- 
feet ly in ordor, according to Rule (ili of tho 
house, and pointed to tho petitions as evi- 
dence that tho por»ons interested havo hud 
abundant notico th it tho bill aa introduood 
was to bo oppoBod. 

Mr Cotton, uftor further discussion, aaid 
if thoao amondmonts were in ordor ho was 
not ready now to go on with tha bill. 



STAVE RIVER COMPANY. 

Tho houao wont, into committee on tho bill 
for tho incorporation of tho Stavo River 
Electric and Power Company (Mr. Holmck- 
en), with Mr. Kellio in tho ohair. 

Mb Kennedy movod to atriko out the 
following from clause 26 : " Provided, how- 
ever, thut nothing in this act contained ahall 
bo deomed to authori/.j tho company to 
build, equip, or operato any line nr lines of 
tramway between tho cities of Vancouver 
nnd Now Weatminstor or in tho eaid eitioa, 
or olthor of them, or any of tho etreota 
thereof, or to oi'.rry p&Esengora or freight in 
or between tho Bald cities. Nor ahall tho 
aaiil company bo authorized to acquire, 
build, maintain, equip, or oporato any 
worke for tho purpose of supplying elootrio 
light, to uny pereon or corporation within 
tho limits of tho eitioa of Vanoouvor and 
Now West minator." 

Mr E uerts Btatcd for tho information of 
Iho houau that thia pro"iao wua insorted io 
the prlvato bills oommittco aa tho roault of 
an exproea agreement, produced boforo tho 
committoo, botweon the promotera of thie 
bill oud tho othor corporationa engaged in 
tho operations montionod. 

Mr. Cotton hold that tho clauses pro- 
posod to bo struck out would affect tho right 
of tho corporations of tho citiea to take 
powor from this company for tho purpoao of 
doing tholr own etroot lighting, though the 
Abtornoy.Qonoraladmittod that thoy should 



not bo forbidden to light their own streets 

Mr. Ebkrts Baid that could be very 
Blmply remedied by adding a oluuao except- 
ing auch operations. 

Mr. HUNTER pointed out that the effeot, 
of tho olauso la not what would bo inferred 
from Mr. Cotton's remarks. 

Mr. HELMOKEN aokod a ruling as to 
whether tho umendment was in order. Ho 
read Rulo 75, whioh provides that no 
portant amendment! may bo made to a pri- 
vate bill in committee of the whole, without 
tho consent of tho promotor, unless one day's 
notice has been givon. 

Amendment ruled out of ordor, no notico 
having been given. 

Bill reported oomploto with amondmonts. 

NEW WESTMINSTER CHARTER, 

The house again went into committoo on 
the New Westminster oity aob amendment 
bill (Mr. Kennedy), with Mr. Rogers in the 
ohair. 

Mr. Kennedy moved an amendment pro- 
viding that ton per cent, (instead of " legal") 
intertit Bhall be paid by the former owner 
of lands Bold for taxos when exercising his 
power of redeeming them from tho pur- 
chaier. He said that at the present rato of six 
per oenb. which may bo ohargod it is often 
difficult to find ajpurchasor. Agreed to, 
without discussion. 

Dr. Walkem moved to insert as a now 
section : "27. The expression ' publio hos- 
pital, ' whon used In the said act, Bhall moan 
any institution sot apart and in ubo aa a hos- 
pital, carried on for charitable purposes, and 
wherein the sick, injured, infirm or aged are 
rccoivod and treated, without regard to race 
or creed." Laid over, aftor short discus- 
sion, to come up on report. 

Bill roportod oomploto with amendments. 

JUSTICES OF THE I'EACE. 

Hon. Mr. Davie introduood a bill Inti- 
tuled " An not to organizo districts for ses- 
sions of justices of the poaco." Road a firat 
time. 

w. p. baker's claim. 

Mr. Ebkrts: moved "Thatasekctcommit- 
toe, consisting of MessrB. Booth, Smith, 
Kidd, Hume and the mover, bo appointed 
to it quire into the complaint of W, P. 
Baker and sons, with rofaronco to their pre- 
emption claim at Gowor Point, with author- 
ity to call for pcraonB and papers and roport 
to this house." The mover Baid that Mr. 
Baker pre-empted somo land a couple of 
yours ogo, and thoro boing some diflioulty 
about tho survey othor pooplo have been 
taking what ho claims ub hia timbor. 

Motion agreed to. 

ASSESSMENT act. 

Tho houBe then went into committoo on 
tho assessment act amendment bill, Mr. 
Ebnrts in tho chair. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved an amendment 
providing that with rospect to municipali- 
ties horoaftor created they ahall not impose 
any tax upon railways, but that any rail- 
ways running through such municipalities 
Bhall bo 8ubject to provincial taxation. 
Agreod to. 

Bill roportod complete with amendments. 

The house roso for recess at 5:35 o'clock. 

Aflcr KecesH. 
Mr. Adams, on report on tho land aot 
amendment bill, movod to insert, as a now 
section : 

' 8. Aotual settlors o&at of tho Coscado 
range may have tho privilege of purchasing 
of tho unreaorved and unaurveyed orowu 
lands of this provinco 320 acrea adjoining 
their locat'ons, provided such land is unfit 
for oulth ation." 

The resolution was adopted on division, 
after discussion. Further consideration of 
roport doferred. 

Hon. Mr. Turner movod tho aecond 
reading of tho horticultural board aot 
amendment bill. Tho chief object, ho aaid, 
io to givo tho board authority to fix quar- 
antine stations at whioh fruit troea may bo 
inspected, and to establish a scalo of foes for 
the inspection. Read a second time. 

The house went into committeo on the 
bill respecting tho incorporation of religious 
and charitable associations, Capt. Irving in 
the ohair. An amondmont by Mr. MoPher- 
son, providing that no lands hold by suoh 
corporationa ahall be exempt from taxation, 
was carried on division ; though it was 
pointed out that thoy aro not exempt now.

TUBERCULOSIS OR COxNSUMPTION. 



To the Editor : — I am awaro that tho 
following is contrary to tho latest teaohings 
on tho Bubjeot, moro especially in tho 
United States and Eastern Canadu. I had 
hoped that tho matter might havo been left 
to bo settled there. But sinco tho govern- 
ment of this provinco aoom determined to bo 
up to tho times and has already caused tho 
destruction of a largo number of cattle, and 
purposes to enaot further legislation on the 
aubject, I doom it tho duty of all who may 
bo ublo to throw aomo lijjht on thia import- 
ant Bubjeot to do bo. With that object 1 
submit tho following : 

1. For all practical purpoBoa tuberculosis 
Bhould not bo conaidercd a contagious 
disease. 

2. That tho dangor of ita propagation 
through tho medium of milk or ll-jah may 
safoly bo ignored. 

Tuberculosis is a diseaso which becomes 
manifest only under certain woll- known 
conditions. Without thoso conditions, in 
spite of tbo over present contagion, trie 
disease will not appear. 

It has boon proved that tho contagion or 
" tuberclebacilli " ia to bo found in almost 
every place frequented by man, so that to 
avoid contagion ia practically impossible. 
My ezperienoe of tho disease in cattle has 
boen gained only in England, where I was 
enabled to rcpoatedly obsorvo the following: 
Tho diaoaso ia contracted only whon from 
aomo causo tho constitution has becomo low- 
ered or rendered Busoeptiblo, bo it oithor 
from impropor food, damp and badly ven- 
tilated barns, cold, wot pasture, change of 
climate or othor causes, 

Cattle imported from tho Channel islands 
almost invariably contracted conaumption 
in the first two years, frequently requiring 
tho utmost euro to ward It oil till thoy had 
reared their tirat calf. Tho calvsa woro far 
leas susceptible than tho parent Btnok, the 
immunity incroaaing with ouch generation 
I havo seen a largo number of Irish cattli 
imported to tho siuno estate und never know 
them to become affectod, showing that tho 
diseaso followed on tho condition produced 
in tho cattle by chango of climate. I un- 
derstand tho samo sequence of ovonta to 
take plaoa in cattle imported to thia island, 
Calves roarod on skim milk or artificial 
foods I havo Been die In largo numbers un- 
der ono year old, while oalvos remaining 
with their mothers on tho samo farm re- 
mained froo from diaeaso, showing cloarly 
that tho impropor food predisposed them to 
tho disease Yoarlingo loft running in tbo 
marshos too Iato into tho autumn frequently 
beoamo consumptive ; but a oliaugo to drier 
and warmor grounds, with a littlo oil cako 
ob oxtra food, gonorally cub short tho dis- 
ease. Tho above facts show that tho dia- 
oaso is to bo avortod, not by guarding 
againBb contagion, but in tho propor oaro of 
the atock. 

In support of tho aocond promiBe I will 
adduoo tho following faota : 

1. In tho poriod of lifo whon milk ohould 
form tho cxcIubIvo food, tuborouloaia is vory 



rarely contracted. Especially is thia so in 
the oaae of tho cilf. Ita slightly greater 
prevalenoe in tho young of man, I think, 
may \>3 attributed to tho aubstitution of the 
natural milk for artificial foodB. 

2. Children who drink the moat milk are 
least 1 floated ; while children who are un 
able to get it and who aro reared on sub 
BtituteB, aro found to bo highly susceptible, 

3 Tho aborigines of this coaBt though 
neither drinking milk nor eating beef, have 
by tbeir mode of living rendero.! themselves 
easy v.ctima, uud aro to-day moro tuber 
oulous than any othor class of tho com- 
munity. 

4. There haa boen no dircot proof in a 
single instance of the transmission of the 
diaeaso to man through tho medium of milk 
or flesh. The experiments on guinea pigs 
and other animals should not receive much 
weight. 

5. In spite of tho largo quantity of milk 
and beef consumed in England whore at 
leaat 10 per cent, cf the oattle are tuber- 
oulous, tho doath rate from oonsumption has 
fallen from 2 6 to 1 54 por thousand in the 
last 20 years. 

From tho abovo considerations it bocomea 
apparent that tho wholesale destruction of 
affeoted animalB, whioh is being accomplish 
ed at tbo present timo, Is at onca a usoloea 
and most expensive proceduro, and that the 
right and only way to koep tho diseaso in 
check ia to be found in general hygienic 
principles. Tuberculin E. 

CONTRACT V."DAY LABOR. 

To the Editor : — I attended tho publio 
meeting his. night to boar the diBOuseion on 
tho rolativo advantages of contract and day 
labor, and waa plooaed to aoo that the ma- 
jority preaent wero working mon who, after 
all, aro the beet judgoa of that important 
question, it ia tho workmon who havo 
vory frequently to vlolato their own con- 
soienoee by using inferior materials and do- 
ing it f jrior work ; for if ono of them woro 
to protest against it no contractor would 
employ him. 

I havo had oonsidorablo oxporience in 
both Bystema, having hud ohargo over largo 
numbers cf men and having acted aa in- 
spector for eight yoars on government 
woika in New South Wales, und I am 
strongly in favor of tho duy work ayetom 
wherever practicable; for instance in all 
ouaea whero u largo amount of work cf tho 
sumo oluss ia to bo done, auch us ia often re- 
quired by largo companiea, municipal bodies 
or govornmonta. 

My exporionco haa beon that tho work 
done by day labor ia bottor and coats con- 
siderably less than whon dono by contract, 
when managed by a compotent, nnnvgntio 
foreman having tho aamo powera and re- 
sponBibllities that a contractor's foreman 
has. Tho work ia dono better, for it is the 
object of both foroman and workmen to do 
their work well, and this is of groat import- 
ance whore good work is required. In con 
tract work it is the object of moat contract- 
ore to evade tho specification and tho eyo of 
oven tho moBt vigilant inapeotor by uaing 
inferior material, leaving them out alto- 
gether, uaing inferior woikmanahip, otc, 
wherever and whenever an opportunity 
arises. 

I am plooaed to Bay thoro aro oontraotorB 
— atriotly conscientious men — who carry 
out their work in a faithful mannor, but in 
my experionco I found, 1 am aorry to Bay, 
that they form a amall minority. Tho work 
don.3 by day lubor costs Iobb than by con- 
tract, for tho actual coat of tnuteriala and 
labor only is paid. The additional cost of 
contract work ia tho contractor's prufita and 
the wugea of inspeotora to see that he per- 
forms hia work in accordance with his con- 
tract, the foreman being in tho other case 
responBiblo for tbo quality of tho work. If 
foremen are appointed puroly on their own 
merits as capable men for tho work re- 
quired, and materials of propor quality aro 
purchuBed at lowoat ratoB a very groat sav- 
ing is effected. If it does cost more in any 
oaae it ia owing to mismanagement on tho 
part of tho foremen or thoBO above them 

I have known an important fort where 
no doubt thouaandB of Uvea wero endangered 
if not properly couatructod, boing so aoamp- 
ed by a contractor that after a lawsuit ho 
had to pay $35,000 to tho government to ro 
pair tho work; it was practically useless for 
purposes of defence, being bub a shell ; thin 
could not happen under tho day labor By* 
torn. Tho Britiah authorities knew this 
when thoy build the fort at Esquimalt by 
their own men by day labor. 

I under8tand that tho enntractora in thia 
city havo themaolvos to blamo if thoir aer 
vicoa aro diaponaod with on futuro munici 
pal worka ; boing asBiatod by inspectors 
who allowed thorn to do tho work as thoy 
ploasod, it was only to bo expected that a 
timo would arrivo whon another system 
would bo advocated und tho meeting luat 
night conaidorod neceasury. 

During tho timo I havo boon in Victoria, 
and especially Iho "even weoka I waa on- 
gagad inspecting a portion of the lower 
Yutcs street aowor contract, I am more 
strongly convinced of tho advantages of day 
labor on aowerugo worka, and with your 
permission will, in unothor letter, Bhow 
whero a largo saving will bo e Heated on 
aewers constructed under tho duy lobor 
system.

Authorizing the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
$120,000 in Anticipation of tho Ro- 
coipt of its Revonuo for tho Year 
1805. 

WHEREAS by virtuo of tho Municipal Act, 
1892, and Amending Acta, every municipality 
may under tho conditions contained therein, 
barrow from uny portion auch Bum of money 
not oxceodlr g, however, un amount equal to 
sovonty-flvo por cent, of tho amount of Uixoa

And WTIKRKAB to meet tho current legal ox- 
pondlturo ct tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho your 18i!."). payablo out of tho 
annual revonuo, boforo auch rovonuo for auch 
year becomea payablo by tho tux payors, It is 
requiaito for tho aula Corporation to borrow 
tho sum of 5120,000; 

Therefore tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enncla as 
follows : 

Sec. 1. It Bhall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria by tho Mayor and tho 
Finance Committoo thoroof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of tho aaid Corporation from any 
person or poraona, firm or llrms, corporation or 
corporations who may bo willing to advance 
tho eamo, tho sum of 8120,(00, in such amounts 
and at auch timea aa subject aa hereinafter pro- 
vided tho samo mny in Iho opinion of tho 
Mayor and tho Finance Committeo of tho 
Council bo required, bearing Intoreat at a 
rato not exceeding llvo per centum por annum. 

Sor. 2. Tho monoy no borrowod ahull bo ex- 
pended in defraying tho current logal cxpenaea 
of tho Bald Corporation fer tho year 18115, and 
shall, together with tho intoreat thoroon, bo 
ro-payablo and repaid to tho lendor or londors 
thoreof, on or boforo tho 31atday of Dccornbor, 
1805. out of Uio municipal rovonuo for tho said 
yoar.

It ia 
rumored that the Prinoe now needs coin 
and the Princess regards tho future of her 
children, hence a mutual desire for recon- 
ciliation. 

Seeking to Avert a Strike. 

San Francisco, Feb. 6 —The difficulties 
between the Southern Pacific Company and 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
are in statu quo. Chiif Arthur has gone to 
Sacramento to consult with tho engineers 
there and endeavor to induce them to adopt 
his own conservative Tiews, which dopro- 
cato a strike. Superintendent Fillmore, of 
tho Southern Pacifio, will hold another con- 
ference with Arthur upon the lattor's return 
from Sacramento on Thursday. 

Treaty With .Inpnn. 

Washington, Feb. 0. — Tho Senato has 
modified its former aotion on tho Japanese 
treaty to tho extent of inserting a provision 
which will render it Impossible to abrogate 
tho treat y before ib gooB into effect. There 
was no opposition on the part of any sena- 
tor to the change, and nothing was said be- 
yond the brief comment of several senators 
that they had never intended that the treaty 
should be nullified bofore it had booomo 
effeotive. 

Trolley Strike Over. 

Brooklyn, Feb. 5.— The oomplaint of the 
strikers against Norton of the Atlantic 
avenue system, charging him with violating 
the United StateB laws by having signs in- 
scribed " United States mail " on llis oars 
of tho road on which no mails wero carried, 
was dismissed in tho federal courts to-day. 
It Ib thought tho mayor will veto tho resolu- 
tion passed by tho aldormon yesterday re- 
voking tho licenses and franchises of the 
trolley linos. Tho resolution is doolared to 
bo unconstitutional- No oases of violenco 
or wire cutting occurrod during the night.

COLDEST IN YEARS. 

Thermometers Down Bolow Zero Even 
iu Britain and Central 
Europe. 



Reports From Canada and the U. S- 
Which Make One's Teeth 
Cliatter. 



Toronto, Feb. 6.— (Speoial)— The cold 
weather prevailing throughout this part of 
Canada has not been equalled in many 
years, In this city at an early hour this 
mornlDg it was 21 degreos, tho lowest regit- 
terol oold since 188b\ At Parry Sound in 
tho north of the province it waa 38 degreea 
below, while in the Broakvillo aeotioo, 39 
below is reportod. It ia reported that it 
waj registered at Owen Sound 30 bolow, 
which ia something unprecedented thero. 
Other tomperaturoa below are : Walkerton, 
34 ; Braoebrldgo, 30 ; Potorboro, 31 ; Min- 
den, .16 ; Whitby, 30, and Rranlford, 29 
At other placoa from whloh reports have 
been roceivod the temporaturo was loss than 
15 bolow zoro. 

Chicago, Feb (j. — Snow has fallen stead- 
ily and drifted all day, with tho morcury 
near zero. Tho railway mail sorvioo ia de- 
moralized. All trains arriving to-night 
wero from ono to aix hours late. Most of 
tho traina sent out to-nijht were doublo- 
headed. The oiliaials report the traoks 
getting in a more blockaded condition every 
hour, in Bpito of largo 8hovolling gangs and 
numerous snow plows. A worae storm ia 
predicted for to morrow. Reports from all 
ovor Illinois and Indiana aro similar. 
Snowstorms are provalont ; railway trallio 
ia considerable impeded. 

New York, Feb. G — To-day. is tho cold- 
oat in fourteen years. At 7 o'clock this 
morniog, tho temporaturo was three degrees 
below zero. Dispatches from points through- 
out the atato report extremely oold weather, 
tho thermometer ranging from three degrees 
bolow zero to 30 bolow, tho lattor in Water- 
town. Tho ferry slips in both North and 
Eaat rivors wore j itnmed with ice to-day. 
Somo boats had to ram tholr way into the 
slips. 

Philadelphia, Fob. G. — The weather to- 
day Is tho ooldoBt Philadelphia over experi- 
enced in February. The temporaturo ut 7 
this morning waa throo degrees below zero. 
In Reading at tho same hour the thermo- 
motor was live degrees bolow zoro. Severo 
cold weather is reported from points 
throughout this state and Maryland. Snow 
is falling at Pittsburg. 

Boston, Fob. G — DitpatchcB from a num- 
ber of points throughout New England ro- 
port extremo cold. The thormometor indi- 
cates from zero to 27 degreos below zoro, the 
latter at Greenville, Conn. 

Milwaukee, Feb. G — A blizzird is raging 
here with the thermomotor at zaro. Tho 
ground ia covered with several inches of 
snow, 

Washington, Feb. 6 — Tho weather 
bureau reports a cold wave general and very 
severo. Emergency warnings indicating 
violent galea and snow have boon sent to 
states in upper and middle Misslaaippi and 
lower Ohio valleys. 

Baltimore, Md., Fob. 6, — The tempor- 
turo at 8 o'olock this morning was ono degree 
above zero, the ooldoat Februory weathor in 
20 yoars. 

Wichita, Kaa., Fob. 6. —Tho oldoat in- 
habitant faila to remember any such storm 
as that which has boon raging hore all day. 
Tho thermometer haa fallen to eight below 
and a fearful storm of sand and sloet has 
prevailed all day. The suffering among tho 
settlers on tho bloak prairies ia nomothing 
torriblo. 

Marquette, Mioh., Feb. 6.— Cold of un- 
exampled eovority prevails throughout tho 
upper penlnBula and great lufforing 1b re- 
ported. Several fatal cases of freezing have 
been announced. Tho thermomoter ranges 
from 15 to 34. 

Kansas Citt, Mo., Feb. 6.— IntenBO cold 
prevails all ovor this State. A blizzard of 
vast proportions is raging In Kanaas ; all 
traffic ia stopped and not a freight train is 
moving. The reports Indicate muoh Buffer- 
ing. 

London, Feb. 6. — Tho weather through- 
out tho United Kingdom ia tho coldest for 
yeara. Tho thermomotor in the Midlands 
averages six degrosa bolow zoro. Pro- 
tracted snow storms and gales havo pre- 
vailed all ovor tho United Kingdom. Tho 
Scottish and Welsh railways are blocked 
with snow. 

BERLIN, Fob. G. — The weathor is intense- 
ly cold in Central Europe. In Vienna tho 
thermometer is at zaro and snow is falling 
heavily. Tho poor of tho city are sufforing 
inteneoly. The Danish waters aro all cov 
ered with ico and navigation ia very diffiault. 
Tho light shipa havo beon lakon into the 
harboro. 

ROME, Feb. (i. — The village of Sambuci 
has been snowed in for two doya and 150 
families havo boon out off from supplies of 
food and fuel.

MATTERS IN COLOMBIA. 



Contradictory Reports as to the Situa- 
tion— Almost Improbable Move- 
ments of Military. 

Sympathy of the Church With the 
Government— Venezuela's Uii- 
friendly Attitude. 

New York, Feb. G. — The Tribune to- 
morrow will say that private cable odvlcoa 
received in this oity and information fath- 
ered hero Bhow that tho revolutioniata in 
Colombia have secured 81,000,000 from 
outsido to carry on tho fight. This, with 
tho money they had already scoured, will 
do much towaidi supplying them with tho 
oinown of war, whloh tho government party 
so sadly lack. From authoritative sourooB it 
ia loarned that Prosidont Perez, now e.xilod 
from Colombio, whose son U. S. Minister 
MoKlnney took out of tho clutobes of the 
Colombia authorities, maintaining that ho 
waa an American oitlzan, and othor wealthy 
exiles and their sympathizers m have 
been able to roulizo the amount 
mentioned, in this country, Spain, 
Gormany Franoo and Costa Rica. 

It ia rumored that a ship ia on tho way 
from the North Soa to Columbian watorB to 
attack tho coaBt forts *nd assist Baron- 
quilla by aaoending tho Magdalena rivor. 
In 6pito if tho Columbian government's 
telegrams, which havo been ooutradiotory, 
it is known that tho Venezuelan govorn- 
moot will not put itself out of tho way to 
approhond the conspirators against Co- 
lombia, so long as thoy keep within tho 
bounds ( f Venezuelan law. Tho govornmonb 
cablegrams conlirm tho sows of tho fight for 
the po88CBaioii < f tho roads from Honda and 
Girardot to Bogota. A businoaa man who 
is in conBtant communication with Colombia 
says : " Tho govornmont cablos Bay 
that ninoty robolB wero killed bo- 
tween Honda and Facatatina, and, 
whilo thoy admit losses on tho govern- 
ment side, they do not explain how General 
HoyoB, who, with Genoral Morgan, wbb, 
only on Friday, on his way from Bogota to 
Girardot, got to a point botween Honda and 
Fucatatina, which would take a week's 
march to roach, owing to the fact that tho 
trails, where they exist at all, aro very 
steep, and tho further fact that thoro is no 
road connecting tho Girardot and Honda 
roads to the river, except down tho Mag- 
dalena, and then up in tho AndoB again." 

Private advices show that tho revolution- 
iatB are growing moro hopoful ovory day, 
and think that by separating the Roman 
Catholic churoh from the government of tho 
ropublic they will be ablo to placo their 
country in a comporativoly advanced posi- 
tion, similar to that of Mexico. Tho ohuroh 
hoadod by tho archbishop of Bogota is a 
strong ally of tho government party. 
Mails reoeivod rocontly in this city from 
Colombia Bhow undeniablo signs of having 
been tampered with. 



LILIUOKALANI'S ABDICATION 



ItB Announcement Received With 
Satisfaction in Washington— The 
Influence of Wilcox- 



The Procedure Said to Be Entirely In 
Line With Historical 
Precedent. 



Washington, Feb. G. — Members of the 
house co-day expressed gratification that 
ex Queen Llliuokalani had abdicated her 
rights to tho throne and tho opinion was 
genoral that her action would give greater 
stability to the republlo. 

Caminotti, of California, speaking in refer- 
ence to tho Hawaiian newa roceivod to-day, 
■ aid that Wilcox, the chltf of the conspira- 
tors who recently attempted to ovorthrow 
tho government, wbb moro to bo feared than 
tho Queen. The Queen, he Baid, oould only 
oxort her personal inlluonco aa a mombor of 
tho royal family, vviioox, on the other 
hand, ropreaontci tho oloment in thelslanda 
which believed in Hawaii for tho Hawallans. 
Caminotti waa disposed to bolievo that tho 
now republic was not as Btrong as hud boon 
thought. Ho spoko of ClauB Sprocket' re- 
cent denunciation if the ruling party there 
as an oligarchy, and inasmuch as Mr. 
Spreckels hod uttered these statements 
openly and wit hout any action being taken 
againBt him by the govornmont, tho pro- 
sumption was that President Dolo and hia 
oabinot feared to proceed against him bo- 
cauBO cf his influenco on tho island. In con- 
clusion, however, Mr. Caminotti Bald that 
tho promptness with which tho government 
had acted with rif^ronco to tho recent up- 
rising would no doubt greatly strengthen it 
at homo and abroad. 

Minister Thurston wus entiroly non-com- 
mittal in regard to tho probublo outcome of 
events in Honolulu. Ho road tho tolo- 
gruphio repcrta of tho United PresB with 
much interest, but decliuod to di-cuaa tho 
probable fato of tho conspirators now boing 
tried by court martial. In reference to tho 
ronunoiatlon of Bovoroign righto by tho ex- 
Quoen, Mr. Thurston intimated that the 
procedure was entirely in lino with historical 
precedents. When a king bocamo obnoxious 
and mot witli resiatanco thero was no doluy 
in promiseB of bettor conduct and in agreo- 
iug to anything to got out of prosent difli- 
oulties. It waa evident from Mr. Thurs- 
ton's manner that ho had no great con- 
lidonco in tho professions of loyalty made 
by tho ex Queen. Ho had received no in- 
formation direct from his govornmont, and 
hid only tho press diapatchea. The ques-

WHERE CAN SHE BE? 



Intense Anxiety as to the French 
Passenger Liner "'La 
Gascogue." 



Numerous Vessels Arrive in Port But 
Have No Good News to 
Report. 

Qukknstowh, Feb. G. — Tho Btoamship 
Majestic, which passed Brow Head at 8:30, 
roachod Daunt's rock at 11:40 this ovoning. 
Captain Puicell reported that from tho 
banks alio had terrible weathor with east, 
northeast gales, high seas and bitter cold. 
On tho 3rd, 4th, 5th and Gch sho procoodod 
at reduced speed, losing in all 57 hours. 
At 2 o'olock this morning a vessel with a 
light was sighted, but vanished Buddcnly as 
tho MajeBtio was stoering toward hor. 

Tho weathor wbb by far tho worst in tho 
Majeatic'e oxporience. Sho was swept by 
wavoa almost conatantly for hourB in buo- 
oeaaion. Nevertheless only two of hor boats 
wore damugod. Tho pussonKers praise hor 
seagoing qualities and tho way in which Bho 
was handled. Tho boat which signalled tho 
Majestic was about 250 miles off tho Irish 
coast. Sho had fcur occupants, who burned 
tho flare. Tho Majestic searched for 
hor an hour aftor losing sight of hor. 

Mew Youk, Feb. 6. — There is no en- 
ouraging nows for tho many anxious friends 
ot the paBBengors on board tin overduo 
atoamor La GaBcogno up to midnight and all 
kinds of conjooturoa aa to tho cause of tho 
delay aro indulged in. Among tho theories 
advanced to-night is ono that seems plausi- 
ble. Tho big White Star Bteamor Toutonic, 
which sailed from QaoonBtown Jan. 31, 
should havo reached hero on Tuesday night 
or early Wodnoaday morning, but has not 
yot beon sighted and it is thought posslblo 
that Bho may havo fallen in with La GaB- 
cogno and, finding her in a disabiod condi- 
tion, ia assisting hor into port. 

The Anchor lino steamer Circassia, which 
sailed from Glasgow on Junuary 25, should 
have rosched this port on Monday but has 
not yet arrivod, and it is among tho possi 
bilitles that aho haa fallen in with La Gas- 
cogne. No ateamora from Earopo arrived 
to-day. The fact remaina that L\ Gascoguo 
is now nearly four days overdue, and news 
from somo point regarding her is hourly ex- 
pected. Hor agentB expresa the utmoat oon- 
lidonco in her ultimately turning up aafo, if 
not altogether Bound. 

Tho Unitod Proso received a cablegram 
from Bermuda to-night to tho effect that 
La Gascogno had not beon Bight3d off that 
coaBt. There haa been no telegraphic com- 
munication with Fire Island for 48 hours, 
and the first point tho Frenchman can bo 
sighted from off this point ia Sandy Heok. 

Tho fact that tho White Star atcamor 
Runio from Liverpool, and the Netherlands 
Amerioan liner Werkendam from Rotter- 
dam, havo arrivod about on time, tend to 
strengthen tho belief that La Gaaaogno has 
not had plain sailing. There are many 
things whioh might tend to delay her that 
would not bo considered of a serious naturo 
by mariners, and while it can hardly bo Bald 
that thoro is any apprehension as to tho 
big linor's Bafety, tho friends of those on 
board would gladly welcome tho nows of hor 
having been sightod off this shore, 

Tho vessol left Havre a wook ago last 
Saturday. She has 1G2 passengers, u full 
cargo of miscellaneous morchandiso and tho 
Frenah mails. Hor crow numbora about 
10. Tho frionda of tho vessel's paasongers 
expressed grave concern at the ahip'a dolay, 
and tho company's offices wero besieged all 
day. It id protty generally bolleved among 
ahipplng people that nothing moro serious 
than a break in tho maohinory is causing tho 
ship's delay, and that no nows of hor has 
boon roceived becauso sho may havo drifted 
out of the courao of Btoamships. It is pos- 
sible that La Gaaaogno may not bo heard of 
beforo tho end of tho week, when in all pro- 
liability Bho will bo towed into tho Azores ob 
waa tho case with tho lOrns.
